in Kansas City than was accorded to 
Senator Harding. Convention hall was 
packed two hours before the meeting 
Eighteen thousand persons were in and 
near the hall. When the senator ap- 
peared he was cheered for nearly ten 
minu He took it as a demonstra- 
tion against the league of nations. 

“I am convinced,” he said, that 
you love America more thar you leve 
the league.” 

Tou tell ‘em, Uncle Warren,” came 
the response from the audience. 

In the course of his league speech 
he said that when the time came to call 
in leaders to formulate @ program he 
would not limit his advisors to these 
of one party. 

The audience was extremely friendly 
and there was no heckling. 

Reference to Senator Reed brought 
the statement from Harding that the 
nation owes a debt to Jim Reed, foe of 
the league, which it can never repay. 
“I like a man who is an 
before he is a partisan,” he said.

Twenty-five hundred workers have 
been laid off in the steel mills at Kast 
Chicago, Indiana Harbor, and Gary in 
the last few days. The railroads, plan- 
ning general reduction in personnel 


begun laying off men, accurding to an 
announcement made by Slason Thomp- 
son, railroad statistician. Similar re- 
auctions in other industries are said to 
be contemplated. 

Both steel men and railroad officials 


say the general tightening up in per 


sonnel is merely an effort to get the 
purchasing power of the hour wage 
unit back on a pre-war basis and not 
an index of reduction in output. Pay 
rolls in all lines, they say, were inflated 
during the war to take in many non- 
essential and inefficient workers. De 


say gangs of twenty-five men are now 


doing the work that thirty performed 
a short while ago. 


Labor Shortage at End. 
For the first time since the manufac 


ture of ammunition for the allies was 


begun five years ago, the Calumet in- 
dustrial region of Indiana is without 
a shortage of labor and crowds of men 
seeking employment may be seen at 
the gates of the mills. 

While the steel business ig good and 
the plants have several months’ bust 
ness ahead, it is said, the industry is 
reflecting the condition in the automo- 
bile business and the slump in building. 
Experienced steel employés who went 
into the automobile business during the 
war are flocking back and are perform- 
ing the work ef two men. 

The biggest cut in employment was 
made by the Inland Steel company at 
Indiana Harbor. The three shifts in

men out. of work. 


Laying Off Useless Help. 

_ Railroad executives explained that 
the supernumeraries employed under 
the United States railroad administra- 
tion are being laid off. In going back 
to the old régime forces in the account- 
ing departments have been reduced 
materially. With the return of the ex- 
perienced switchmen who participated 
in the “outlaw” strike, it is pointed 
out, the work is being handled with 
more efficiency and greater speed by 
fewer men. 

“TI don’t think the general layoff 
throughout the country will be as high 
as 10 per cent,” said one rail chief, 
“but a general reduction is taking 
place. This does not mean that the 
roads are planning to reduce efficiency 
of their service or in any way hamper 
car movements. 

“On every road you will find as high 
as five men handling a job that one 
man could swing before the govern- 
ment took over the lines. The rail- 
roads are proceeding on the theory that 
what one man did before the war he 
can do now.“ |

Fresh Prunes or Plums. 


The large blue freestone pluni or 
prune is hot much for eating out of 
hand, It is better cocked in the sim- 
plest fashion than most people realise, 
and does not require much sugar lesa 
if added after it has cooked soft. Many 
people are eceedingly enthusiastic 
er thé plum Conserve which contains 
seéded raisins, oranges, and walnuts 
in addition to the plums. These things 
do flavor the Walnuts deliciously but if 
you do not like lemon peel in apple 
sauce you may find something of the 
same objection to this, and prefer to 
eave your oranges for marmalade.
